ELECTRICITY IN AGRICULTURE.

In the report of the minister of agricul­ 
ture of Costa Rica occur-' the following re­ 
garding the experiment of applying elec­ 
tricity as a promoter <d the grow t h of crops 
Electricity lias suppla nted the horse 
our street railway « , « team in out 
gfts ami oil in our residences and business 
houses, and it now appears a« a comjtelitnr 
to the chemicals and other forms o! artifi 
cial plant food. 
The electricity is Applied to the soil as 
follows: To trees or (Miles 15 to 2s meters 
liigh, t>r higher if possible, is attached by 
means of insulators a t hick wire or ga lvan 
l/.cd iron liar ending in fine eop(n*r w ires in 
the form of a broom. 
Tiiis liar ctmiuiuni 
cates, at the level of the ground, with iron 
wire« buried to a depth of 10 to 50 centime- 
ters, so a s not to interfere with the work 
ing of the soil. 
The distance bet ween the 
ground wires is two meters. 
The electric notion extends to a distance 
of 25 meter» around the collecting lair. 
Hence four collecting bars suffice for one 
hectare or " F acres. 
This apparatus may 
last 10 years, anti will continue giving good 
results until the dist ribution ground win s 
get rotten. 
All experiments demonstrate 
t ha t the electric act inn produces as good 
results as could he obtained from a thor­ 
ough manuring of the » oil. 
T in* land not 
only yield» a crop 50 per cent larger untlt i 
electricity, but 
the qua lity is improved 
and the ma turing « if the crop accelerated. 
When Ixitli electricity and manure a n 
used, the land gives wonderful results. 
Several theories have been advanced to 
explain the favorable effects of electricity 
on the crops when applied to the soil. 
Its action may lie due to the nitrogen 
conveyed to the soil froiu the decomposi 
tion «»I the air; or it may act by producing 
a perfect distribution of the useful article 
of manure, or by di.ssolving and reduci c 
to an assimilable condition the insoluble 
portion of the soil.
